x. are Loft, thro’ various Conguefls and Ufur- 
pations, | nam’d the lalt Rule, of Submitting to 
the Poffor, where None had a Better Claim 
again him. 

Now let me Begin with the Firff, and fo 
go Downwards ; And fhew the Ati/chiefs have 
follow’d the Breach of GOD’s Infistutions all 
along. 

(1) When Cain fled from his Father, upon 
the Murder of his Brother Abel, he fet up a 
Diftin& Government at Nod which may be call’d 
a Rebellion. And by the Expreflion, Gen. iv. 
16. That he went out from the Prefence of the 
Lord, fome think he fet up a Different Reli- 
jon, and was the firft Inventor of /dolatry. From 
the, like Politique perhaps which Perfwaded Fe- 
reboam to fet up the Calves of Dan and Bethel, 
to fecure his new Kingdom, after he had Rebel- 
led againft the Houfe of David, As it is faid, 
1 Kin. xii. 26, 27, 28. Ard Jereboam faid iz his 
Heart, Now fhall the Kingdom return to the Houfe 
of David; if this People go up to do Sacrifice in 
the Houfe of the Lord at Jerufalem, then fhall the 
heart of this People turn again unre their Lord, 
even unto Reboboam King of Judah 3 and they fhati 
kill me, and go again to Rehoboam King cf Ju- 
dah. Wherenpon the King took Councel, and made 
1wo Calves of Gold, and faid unto them, it is too 
far for you to go up to Jerufalem, cc. Thus 
might Cain fay to thofe in the Land of Nod, it 
is too far for you to go up to Eden. Where 
we are not to Doubt the Stated Worfhip of God 
was Fix'd, With Adam, and Recourfe -thi- 
ther was Requir’d, upon Occafions, as aftere 
wards of the ews to Ferufalem. And the fame 
Morive might have had Weight with Cain, as 
with Je oboam, if they go up to Eden,to Worfhip, 
and think the Prefence of God is There, ina 
more E/pecial Manner, they will be foon Con- 
vinc’d - the Rebellion into which I have led 
them ; and they will Xigme, and return again

The Stated Time for the Publick Worfhip of 
| God was Fix’d and Santtify’d by God, Gen. 2. 
3» Where He Bleffed and Sanétify’d the Seventh- 
Day. This was Continu’d under the Lam, and 
Re-commanded by Mofes. As was the Sacrificing 
the Firfilings of the Flock, and of the Far. And 
the Difference of Clean and Unclean Beafis and 
Fowl. For we find Both thefe before the Flood. 
The firft, Gen. iv. 4. Where it is faid, That 
Abel. Sacrific’d the Firftlings of his Flock ; and 
of the Fat thereof. And tie Second is apparent, 
Gen. vil. 2. where Noah was Commanded to 
take of th Clean Beafts by Sevens, and of the 
Unclean by Two. And Chap. viii. 20, Noah Sa-

The ews fay, that all their Lam was Efta- 
blifhed by God from the Beginning. And 
that is was only Review’d under AZofes. 

However we are Sure of thefe Inffances be- 
fore Mention’d. And thefe are told only Oc- 
cafionally, coming in upon other Paffages, in that 
very Short account of things before the Floed. 
Therefore there might have been many other 
of the Legal Inftitutions then Commanded and 
Praétic'd which we know not of. Thefe here 
Prattic'd being as Arbitrary as any other Part 
of the Law. What more Arbitrary, than the 
Difference of Clean and Un Clean Beafts and 
Fowl? Than the Sacrifice of the Firftling, and 
of the Fat, rather than any other Part ? There~ 
fore their is all Reafon to Suppofe, that as 
as there was ftated Time, fo likewife a ftated 
Place for Publick Worfhip, as it was afterwards 
among the ews. And indeed it cou’d not be 
Otherwife. For Place is as Neceffary as Time to 
be Fixt, for all Publick AZeetings. And we may 
well Suppole the Place, as well as the Time for 
Publick Worfhip to have been Sanétify'd, and /.< 
perated as likewife the Perfons who were to Offics- 
ate in the Holy Adyfteries. As it was afterwards 
under the Lam, and fti!l Continues under the 
Gofpel. 1 told you before,-N. 6o That the 
Priefthood was Annex’d to the Firjt Born,till God 
took the ZLevitsin their Stead. 

From all which it Appears more than Pro- 
bable, that Cain’s going out from the Pre/ewce 
of the Lord, wasa Forfaking of the Publick fta- 
ted Communion, refpecting the Place, as well 
as other things. Aad then fetting up an Op- 
pofite Communion, as Feroboam did. Tho’ to pleafe 
thofe that Adher’d to him, we may fuppofe, 
that he let them Perceive as little Difference as 
might be, betwixt his New way, and that where- 
in they had been Educated, that they Might 
think Both co be the Same, or very Likes Thus 
it is faid, |. Kin. xii. 32. That Jeroboam Or- 
dained a Feaft in the Eighth Month, on the Fifte 
eenth of the Adonth, like unto the Feaft that is in 
Judah.

26) that is, People of 
Church of God, in Contr a-Diftinétion to that Church 
fet up by Cain; which was Schifmatical, if not 
Idolatrous. For before that Breach of Communion, 
there was ho Occafion for the Church to take 
to her felf any DISTINGUISHING Denomina- 
tion, they being all OWE. 

And it is Obfervable, that St. Fude v. 11. 
Joins together thofe that have gone in the way of 
CAIN, and thofe that Perifhed in the Gain-fay- 
ing of KORAH., And fay fays, v- 19. Thefe be 
they who SEP AR ATE themfelves. 

Atcer this Seperation of Cain, his Pofterity 
were call’d, the Sons of Aten and the Pofterity 
of Seth, wherein was the True Church, were 
call’d, the Sons of God. And we muft Suppofe 
Fhat thefe Sons of God were Prohibited from 
Matching with the Orher, as it was after Prohi- 
bited to the Jems to Match with the Jdolatrous 
Nations ; and as the Apofile applies it to Chrifti- 
ans, 2. Cor. Vi. 17. Wherefore Come out from among 
them, and be ye Seperate faith the Lord, and Touch 
not the Un-cleap things and Iwill Receive you. I 
fay,we molt fippofe, that the like? robibition was 
given to the Sons of God before the Flood ; he- 
caufe the greatWickedne/s of the World, for which 
the Flood was fent, is Particularly Attributed 
to this Caufe, Gea. vi. 2,4. That the Sons of 
God Marryed thefe Daughters of Aen. Whence 
eame thofe Giants and Monfters in Wickedne/s, 
whom the Heathen Poets Defcrib’d as making 
War with the Gods, and call’d them Sons of the 
Earth, Probably borrowing the Expreffion from 
that of the Sons of Aten in the Sacred Text. 

See now what Enfo’d the firft Di/obediexce to 
Authority, which God had Inffituted, in the firft 
Max ever was Born; the fillng the Earth with 
Violence and Wickednefs,and the Deftruclion of the 
firft World, except 8 Perfons! This was the firft 
Rebellion again{t the firft Father and King: and 
the firlt Schifm againft the firlt High-Prieft, 
whence follow'd the Corruption of Religion; and 
fetting up a Charch forthe Devil, in Oppofition 
to the Church ef God. 

Country-m. 1 thank you Adaffer, for opening 

\ this Matter to me fo Clearly. For the Hisfory of 
Genefis before the Flood, is fo very Short, that 
thefe things are apt to pafs without due No- 
tice ; and need the help of the following Scrip- 
tures, where thefePaffages areRefer’d to, to give 
us the true Underftanding of them. I had no 
other Notion of the Siz of Cain, but that of 
Murder. But St. Gude comparing it with the 
Sin of Korah, and Applying it to thofe who SE-

Here was the firf Sin. Andits Effettsmon 
Difmal than what | have Mention’d of thes, 
of Adam, or of Cain, For it was the Cau of 
the Sin ot Afan, Man being Tempted to Rebs 
by this firft Rebel. Befides the Overthrop of 
Myriads ot the Angels of Heaven. 

And this Rebellion of thefe Angels was nothin 
elfe but Refufing to be Subjeé& to thofe whom 
Godhad Appointed over them. Our very, very 
Sin, to this Day ! 

T. isgivesusa Terrible Appreh n%on indeed 
of the seinoujne/s of the Sin ot Rebedion which was the 
firft Sin, and Parent of all other Sins, and of Hellit{elfi 

( 4.) Rebkearf. The Prinziple of Refifting the Pomers, 
whom God has fet over us, wou’d turn Heaven into y 
Hell, even by Natural Confequence, by Reducing all Orde 
into utter Confufion, and fetting every Loofe and i¥anmp 
Spirit Free, to Difturb and Overthrow all Governmem, 
As I have fhew’d, I think to Demenftration, in Examin 
ing the Schemes of Popular Government which haven 
Foundation. Nor can there be any other Foundation of 
Government among Men, or Angels, but that of DIVINE 
Inftitution. Which I have fhew’d, N. 53. to be Acknow 
leg’d even by thofe who fet up the Power of the People, 
And thac they Grope after it in their Vox Populi. The 
Vanity of whichI have likewife Expos’d, N. 53, And 
they have no other Pretence. None at all. So Deftiturs 
their Caufe! They have nothing to Hang upon, butthe 
Voice of the People; which Crucify’d CHRIST; Divided 
Lfrael; fet up Abjalomagainft David, Arkaliah againk Foah, 
and Kerah againft As7on ; and is never wanting in any 
Profperous Wickednefs. The Prince of this Presence is Beck 
zebub, the God of Flyes whofe Buzzing dv’s the neareft of 
any thing, Refemble the Confufed Vorce of the People. Yet 
this muft be fet up for Divine Right, or there is r-one ia 
the Eleilion of the People. This Principle overturns the 
whole Creation, makes that High which is Low, and Low 
what is &igh; makes the Governed the Gov-rnonrs, and the 
Governours the Subjets. It isa Literal Chaos! if flyes di- 
rectly in the Faceof the Word of God, which Commands 
us,not to follow aMultitude to doEvilExod. xxiii. 2. Whete- 
as by their Rule a Multitude cannot do Evil; becaufe tht 
Voice is the Voice of Ged! But Ihave fhew’d of what Ged, 
even ef Beelzebub, who is call’d the Prince of the Devils. 
Becaule this Pretence of Refolving all Power into the 
Flyes the People, is the Foundation of all the Diforder 
and Confificn that is Poffible. Upon this all their other 
Pretences, ot Liberty, &c. are Grafted. This makes them 
Stretch out their Moutks unto Heaven, and fay, We are they 
that ought to Speak who is Lord over Us? This draws the 
People atter them 5 aid thereout Suck they no {mall Advan- 
tage, as David Exprctles it, who Calls thefe the Beafts of 
the People, and compares their Madnefs to the Raging 
of the Sez; And magnifies the Power of God, in Stillmg 
the Raging of the Sea, and the Madnefs of the People. He 
did not then, fure, think their Voice, which he ealls Mad 
ne{s,to he the Voice ot God! 

Befides, when the People are Divided againft the Peo- 
ple asin Civil wars and Confufiens, which of the Peoples, 
and which of their Voices isthe Voice of God? Both can- 
not be, becaufe they are Contrary, the one to the other. 

















Yet Both are the Veice of the People ! Or is it the Mae 
jor Vote, and Strongeft Voice, that is the Voice of God? 
And if a Leffler Army Fights againfta Greater, do they 
therefore Fight againft God !
